Jjfr  It  would  seem  as  though  the  man  power  of 
the  nation  has  been  collected  into  an  immense 
pool  in  the  national  Capitol  and  thence,  like 
the  columns  of  a  geyser,  streamed  to  every 
point  of  the  globe.  Wherever  the  streams  have 
touched,  there  you  will  find  men  with  Boston 
College  written  on  their  hearts.

FOCKE-WULFS  AND  BLUEBIRDS 

^S  There  is  unreality  in  the  air  today.  The 
things  that  are  normal,  natural,  permanent  are 
in  suspension.  Everyone  senses  it,  though  the 
degree  of  apprehension  differs  with  the  immi- 
nence of  one's  withdrawal  from  the  known  and 
familiar  into  the  new  and  strange. 

Shall  I  get  good  seats  for  the  Cross  game? 
But  just  a  moment.  I  may  be  in  Alabama  the 
day  of  the  Cross  game.  What  will  Christmas 
be  like  this  year?  I  may  find  out  —  in  New 
Caledonia. 

Perhaps  to  some,  the  youngest  omong  us,  to 
whom  college  meant  merely  a  preparation  for 
the  life  of  battle  and  not  the  battle  of  life,  today 
has  taken  on  something  resembling  an  aura 
of  permanence.  This  is  what  life  is,  a  uniform, 
assignments  far  away,  a  destiny  that  is  uncer- 
tain, obscure,  a  thing  of  apprehension. 

Might  it  not  be  wise  for  the  class  of  '17  to 
say  a  word  to  the  class  of  '41,  for  those  who 
sense  again  the  feeling  which  once  rested  heav- 
iiy  upon  them,  to  recall  that  what  once  was,  is 
again? 

An  old  English  poem,  perhaps  the  very  oldest 
poem  in  our  literature,  has  a  refrain:  "That 
passed  away,  so  will  this."  It  is  the  voice  of 
optimism  resurgent  in  days  when  optimism 
seems  sheer  folly,  it  is  the  voice  of  faith  sound- 
ing above  the  din,  the  light  of  hope  cleaving 
its  way  through  the  darkness. 

Beyond  oil  this  there  will  be  cakes  and  ale 
again,  perhaps  sooner  than  we  dare  to  hope. 
There  will  be  normal  living  again  and  the 
America  that  will  emerge  will  be  recognizable. 
The  age-old,  ingrained  habits  of  thought  and 
life  change  with  almost  imperceptible  slowness. 
Anyone  may  guess  what  post-war  America  will 
be  like.  That  it  will  be  like  pre-war  America 
is  at  least  as  good  a  guess  as  any. 

There  has  been  only  one  war  song  so  far  of 
any  popular  appeal,  and  the  appeal  it  carried 
was  just  that  faith  and  hope.  Focke-Wulfs 
cast  the  baleful  shadow  of  their  wings  over 
Dover  today,  and  Dover  is  the  symbol  of  the 
world.  But  the  bluebirds  are  somewhere  be- 
hind them. 

The  bluebirds  of  Dover,  the  symbol  of  re- 
turning peace,  have  furnished  the  one  theme 
to  catch  the  popular  spirit  this  time.  The 
watchword  of  the  American  troops  landing  in 
Ireland,  "Let's  get  it  over  with,"  reflects  the 
same  thing.  Perhaps,  on  the  ultimate  balance 
page  where  things  material  are  weighed  against 


things  spiritual,  that  watchword  and  that  sym- 
bol will  be  the  teal  pledges  of  a  comparatively 
short  and  victorious  war. 

WAR  SERVICE  ADVISORY  BUREAU 

'-4§  Last  winter  a  War  Service  Advisory  Bureau 
was  opened  by  a  group  of  ten  colleges,  with 
headquarters  at  the  Harvard  Club  on  Common- 
wealth Avenue.  Among  the  alumni  associa- 
tions contributing  to  its  maintenance  is  our 
own. 

This  Bureau  serves  as  a  sifting  ground  for 
the  college  man  seeking  a  commission  in  one 
of  the  armed  services.  It  endeavors  to  fit  the 
man  with  special  qualifications  to  the  job  that 
calls  for  such  qualifications.  In  very  many 
cases  it  has  been  successful. 

It  would  be  a  disservice  to  the  Bureau  to 
imply  that  it  succeeds  in  a  majority  of  cases. 
Actually  it  can  help  only  a  minority.  The  mel- 
ancholy fact  is  that  many  competent  men, 
ideally  prepared  to  be  ornaments  of  society  in 
times  of  peace,  have  no  particular  qualifica- 
tions valuable  in  times  of  war.  Such  men  al- 
most inevitably  must  be  prepared  to  acquire 
the  officer's  qualifications  the  hard  way, 
through  service  in  the  ranks. 

However  there  are  many  college  graduates, 
especially  those  with  technical  backgrounds, 
whose  services  in  their  specialized  fields  are 
sorely  needed.  They  should  avail  themselves 
of  the  opportunity  this  Bureau  offers.  It  is  our 
Bureau  as  much  as  the  Bureau  of  any  other 
local  college;  we  should  regard  it  as  such. 

SANS  ORIGINE 

£*>  The  suggestion  has  come  from  a  number 
of  sources  that  the  ALUMNI  NEWS  attempt 
this  year  something  in  the  form  of  a  directory 
of  our  members  in  the  service.  The  conveni- 
ence and  value  of  such  a  listing  is  obvious. 

Unfortunately  this  cannot  be  done  in  any 
full  sense.  Military  addresses  are  notoriously 
fickle.  Frequently  they  cannot  be  disclosed 
because  of  the  censorship  code.  That  anon- 
ymity of  communication,  with  "Postmaster, 
San  Francisco"  the  outlet  and  "Sans  Origine" 
by  way  of  reply,  is  one  of  the  inevitable  parts 
of  war. 

However,  there  is  much  to  be  said  for  the 
notion  that  as  complete  a  listing  of  those  in 
service  as  possible  should  be  made.  This  calls 
for  a  great  deal  of  co-operation  from  all  con- 
cerned, from  the  compilers  of  class  notes,  class 
secretaries,  and  above  all,  from  those  in  the 
service  themselves. 

Unfortunately  the  Alumni  office  cannot  un- 
dertake to  act  as  a  clearing  house,  on  any  of- 
ficial basis,  for  the  exchange  of  communica- 
tions among  alumni  in  the  service.  All  it  can 
and  will  do  is  co'-operate  to  the  full  extent  of 
its  powers  in  facilitating  such  communications. 
This  will  be  possible  if  everyone  of  you  co-op- 
erates with  us.

V-l  and  V-7

If  it  was  your  duty  to  sit  as  senior  member  of  the 
V-l  V-7  selection  board  for  the  First  Naval  District, 
the  chances  are  you  would  be  impressed  by  two  things 
at  the  end  of  each  day's  work.  One  would  be  the 
singleness  of  purpose  of  the  hundreds  of  young  college 
men  who  would  appear  before  you,  anxious  to  serve, 
although  perhaps  baffled  as  to  just  where  their  capa- 
bilities could  be  placed  to  the  best  use.  The  other 
would  be  the  fine  appearance  that  the  youth  of  New 
England  make.  The  physical  well-being  of  the  men 
that  pass  before  your  Navy's  officer  selection  board  gives 
the  lie  to  the  frenzied  screamings  of  Hitler's  propa- 
ganda machine  about  the  decadence  of  democracies  and 
the  softness  of  our  young  Americans.  The  college  men 
that  we  consider  daily  for  midshipman  selection  are  of 
the  finest  type  of  youth.  They  are  a  compliment  to 
our  educational  systems  and  to  their  families. 

Just  what  does  the  Navy  look  for  in  its  office  procure- 
ment selection?  What  does  the  Navy  ask  of  today's 
college  man?  What  does  the  Navy  offer  today's  col- 
lege man?  Questions  like  these  are  asked  of  us  daily 
from  all  sides.  This  article  will  attempt  to  answer 
some  of  the  questions  that  may  have  been  in  your  mind 
about  the  work  of  your  Navy  with  your  Alma  Mater. 

Your  Navy  has  two  unique  programs  —  designated 
as  V-l  and  V-7  —  designed  especially  for  today's  un- 
dergraduates. V-7  is  also  open  to  college  graduates 
under   28  years  of  age,    married  or  single. 

Plan  V-l  is  ODen  to  freshmen  and  sophomores  in  col- 
lege. Plan  V-7  is  for  the  two  upper  closes.  Both  these 
programs  enable  the  undergraduate  to  join  the  Naval 
establishment,  stay  in  college  and  continue  his  studies. 
The  age  limit  is  1  7  to  26  years  of  age  for  Class  V-l. 
For  Class  V-7,  the  age  limits  are  1  8  to  28  years  of  age. 

College  men  who  take  advantage  of  this  opportunity 
pursue  the  regular  prescribed  course  at  college,  with  a 
decided  emphasis  on  mathematics  and  the  sciences. 
Physical  development  is  stressed.  At  the  end  of  their 
college  career,  when  they  have  their  degree  safely  tucked 
away  and  a  basic  knowledge  in  the  necessary  sciences  of 
naval  officer  training,  the  Navy  gives  them  even  more 
schooling. 

The  college  graduate  in  V-l  or  V-7  is  trarsferred  to 
one  of  the  Navy's  Indoctrination  schools  —  for  example, 
Columbia,  Northeastern  or  Notre  Dame  —  four  months 
further  study  in  navigation,  gunnery  and  seamanship. 
Upon  successful  completion  of  this  course,  your  colleae 
graduate  is  awarded  the  one-half  inch  stripe  of  gold 
that  designates  an  Ensign  in  the  United  States  Naval 
Reserve. 

What  does  the  Navy  seek?  That  intangible  requisite 
called  "potential  officer  material."  The  ability  to  be  a 
leader,  evidence  of  agreeable  personality,  moral  cour- 
age, intellectual  ability,  all  determine  the  acceptability 
of   an   applicant. 

That  last  "intellectual  ability" — is  very  important. 
Because  under  this  program  for  making  naval  officers 
from  civilian  college  men,  the  Navy  sends  the  men  in 
Class  V-l  or  V-7  to  school  for  intensive  training  in  naval 
subjects.  Men  selected  for  V-l  V-7  may  not  go  to  sea 
for  months  after  they  leave  your  college.  They  will,  in- 
stead, work  long,  hard  hours,  acquiring  a  knowledge  of 
the  sea  that  will  equip  them  to  lead  the  men  of  your 
Navy  into  action.  And  a  young  collegian  can't  make  his 
way  through  that  course  unless  he  has  brains  —  politely 
put,  "intellectual  ability." 

How  can  you,   as  an  alumnus  of  your  college,   be  of 


service  to  your  Navy  and  your  undergraduate  brothers? 
By  convincing  them  that  their  duty  is  to  remain  in 
college  and  get  their  degree  before  they  go  off  to  war. 

The  Navy  is  fully  aware  that  it  is  difficult  for  young 
Americans  to  remain  in  civilian  clothes  while  their  com- 
panions rush  off  to  sign  aboard  the  ships  of  the  fleet. 
But  today's  undergraduate  is  serving  his  country  just  as 
industriously,  and  just  as  patriotically,  as  the  fighters 
in  the  Pacific  or  on  any  of  the  distant  fronts. 

Your  Navy  asks  college  graduates  to  impress  this 
point  on  any  undergraduates  with  whom  they  come  in 
contact. 

The  Navy  knows  that  the  collegiate  educational  sys- 
tem is  doing  everything  within  its  power  to  develop  offi- 
cers among  its  undergraduates  That  is  why  the  Navy 
has  no  desire  to  change  the  curricula  and  plan  of  ath- 
letics at  your  college.  The  educational  system  has  ral- 
lied to  the  Navy's  call  with  an  inspiring  show  of  pa- 
triotism. 

"Show  us  what  you  want  us  to  do,"  has  been  the 
reaction  of  deans  and  college  presidents  throughout  New 
England,"  and  "we'll   do   it." 

To  you  college  graduates  who  have  not  reached  your 
twenty-eighth  birthday,  the  Navy  points  out  that  you 
are  eligible  for  enrollment  as  officer  material  in  the 
V-7  class.  You  can  get  further  information  from  this 
office,  or  from  your  nearest  Navy  Recruiting  Office.  The 
Officer  Procurement  Board  has  no  intention  of  limiting 
the  opportunities  to  serve  to  undergraduates  alone. 
Lately,  with  the  change  in  selective  service  requirements, 
there  has  been  a  decided  upswing  in  the  number  of 
younger  college  graduates  —  married  and  single  — 
who  have  availed  themselves  of  the  Navy's  V-7  pro- 
gram  for  officer  training. 

For  you  alumni  who  hove  children  in  college,  or  chil- 
dren about  to  enter  college,  the  following  information 
from  Dr.  Robert  S.  Palmer,  Senior  Medical  officer  of  the 
Officer  Procurement  Board,  will  be  of  interest.  Dr. 
Palmer,  graduate  of  Harvard  Medical  School  in  1925, 
and  a  member  of  the  staff  of  Massachusetts  General 
Hospital,  specialized  in  internal  medicine  and  cardiol- 
ogy in  civilian  life. 

While  discussing  this  article  for  your  alumni  maga- 
zine with  him,  he  concurred  most  heartily  with  my  state- 
ment about  the  physical  well-being  of  today's  college 
undergraduates.  As  to  why  some  men  are  rejected, 
Dr.  Palmer  broadly  classified  the  rejections  in  this  way. 
Some  college  men  are  color  blind  to  a  degree  that  would 
render  them  useless  as  Naval  officers.  Another  per- 
centage has  nervous  variations  that  affect  their  blood 
pressure.  To  these  young  men,  Dr.  Palmer  advised  that 
they  remember  they  are  among  friends  when  they  take 
their  Naval  physical  examination.  The  Navy  is  just  as 
anxious  to  have  these  men  accepted  as  officer  material 
as  the  men  themselves  are.  Anxiety  about  passing 
their  physical  exams  has  sent  the  blood  pressure  of  some 
applicants  zooming  sky  high,  despite  all  the  reas- 
surances of  the  examining  medicos.  Others  are  turned 
down  due  to  underweight.  Here  Dr.  Palmer  smiled  and 
suggested  that  today's  college  men  stay  up  too  lote 
listening   to   swing   music  and    smoking    like   chimneys. 

For  victory,  we  must  have  men  from  your  campus 
to  serve  as  officers  in  your  hugely  expanding  Navy.  We 
ask  you  to  help  us  find  them.  We  feel  sure  that  you 
will.

As  to  the  accelerated  program,  the  preser 
school  year  terminates  the  end  of  Februar 
1  943.  The  Seniors  thus  will  receive  their  degree 
early  in  March.  The  next  school  year  is  to  sta 
in  March,  ending  December  31.  Graduatic 
will  be  in  January.  1944.  These  dates  at 
tentative. 

Although  final  figures  are  not  ready  at  th 
time,  it  is  safe  to  say  that  the  enrollment 
about  normal.  In  the  upper  classes,  a  sligr 
drop  in  registration  occurred.  The  Freshma 
class,  however,  may  possibly  be  the  biggest  the 
ever  entered  the  College.

THE   LAW   SCHOOL 

^B  The  Law  School  began  its  thirteenth  aca- 
demic year  on  the  second  of  September  with 
an  active  enrollment  of  eighty  students.  This 
enrollment  reflects  the  fact  that  almost  four- 
fifths  of  the  registered  student  body  are  on  leave 
of  absence  with  the  armed  forces  of  the  United 
States.  The  law  faculty  is  also  making  a  notable 
contribution  to  the  war  effort. 

Professor  Gerald  J.  O'Leary  is  now  a  com- 
missioned cfficer  in  the  United  States  Coast 
Guard;  and  Professor  Neil  G.  Ferguson  has  ac- 
cepted a  position  with  the  Federal  Bureau  of 
Investigation.  These  two  men,  of  course,  will  be 
unable  to  teach  at  the  Law  School  for  the 
duration. 

Professor  Arthur  L.  Brown  is  now  the  Chief 
Enforcement  Attorney  in  New  England  for  the 
C.  P.  A.;  Professor  Cornelius  J.  Moynihan  is 
the  Chief  Rationing  Attorney  in  New  Engand 
for  the  O.  P.  A.;  Associate  Professor  Frederick 
A.  McDermott  is  Professor  Moynihan's  assist- 
ant; Associate  Professor  A.  Kenneth  Carey  is 
a  rationing  attorney  in  the  Massachusetts  of- 
fice of  the  O.  P.  A.;  Professor  John  D.  O'Reilly, 
Jr.,  is  engaged  in  the  Boston  office  of  the 
Anti-trust  Division  of  the  Department  of  Jus- 
tice. The  latter  five  men  are  continuing  their 
courses  at  the  Law  School.  Professor  William 
J.  O'Keefe  is  now  conducting  some  courses  in 
the  School  of  Business  Administration  as  well 
as  in  the  Law  School. 

Associate  Professor  John  C.  Johnston  and 
William  J.  Wallace  have  returned  to  the  fac- 
ulty after  a  lapse  of  two  years.  The  Law  School 
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has  accelerated  its  program  in  view  of  the  war 
emergency  The  academic  year  now  consists  of 
a  Fall,  Winter  and  Spring  Term  beginning 
September  2  and  ending  July  1  0.  The  Christmas 
and  Easter  recesses  have  been  cancelled  as 
well  as  most  of  the  holidays  occurring  within 
the  academic  year. 

THE   RED   MASS 

Under  the  auspices  of  William  Cardinal 
O'Connell,  Archbishop  of  Boston,  the  Law 
School  will  conduct  the  Second  Red  Mass  in 
New  England,  Saturday,  October  third,  at  10 
o'clock,  in  the  Church  of  the  Immaculate  Con- 
ception. This  age-old  ceremony  was  introduced 
to  New  England  by  the  Law  School  last  year. 
The  Mass  last  year  was  preceded  by  a  colorful 
procession,  led  by  the  Governor,  and  compris- 
ing one  hundred  and  fifty  judges  of  State  and 
Federal  courts,  and  one  hundred  and  ten  law 
enforcement  officers,  representatives  of  the 
bar  associations  and  members  of  all  the  law 
faculties  in  Massachusetts.

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DR.  FRANCIS  J.  BARNES,  '84 

$£*J  Dr.  Francis  J.  Barnes  of  Cambridge  died 
on    April    29,    1942. 

Dr.  Barnes  was  an  appreciative  alumnus  of 
Boston  College.  For  six  years,  1895  to  1891, 
he  was  a  member  of  the  faculty  serving  as 
professor  of  Physiological  Psychology.  He  was 
the  first  president  of  the  Alumni  Association 
and  a  founder  of  the  Boston  College  Club  of 
Cambridge.  At  the  turn  of  the  century  he  at- 
tained prominence  as  an  effective  lecturer  and 
protagonist  for  Catholic  education.  In  his 
student  days  he  had  given  evidence  of  literary 
interest  and  power  for  he  was  the  first  Editor- 
in-Chief  of  the  Stylus. 

In  his  long  and  industrious  life  Dr.  Barnes 
found  understanding,  motive  and  objective  in 
his  clear,  profound  and  abiding  Catholic  faith. 
He  lived  Christianity  in  the  honesty,  fidelity, 
generosity  and  charity  which  marked  his  pro- 
fessional career.  He  was  among  the  first  of  the 
graduates  of  Boston  College.  He  will  remain 
among  the  first  of  the  alumni  because  of  his 
loyal  and  unfailing  expression  of  that  quality 
of  living  which  Boston  College  inculcates,  de- 
velops and  expands.

B.  C.  FOOTBALL  TUNE  IS  A.  E.  F. 
MARCHING  SONG   IN  AUSTRALIA 

The  stirring  strains  of  "For  Boston"  that 
have  sung  many  Eagle  grid  teams  to  victory 
are  now  helping  the  A.  E.  F.  to  sing  its  way 
to  victory  over  the  Axis  opponents.  Only  this 
time  these  bars  are  being  sung  in  tropical 
Australia,  6,000  miles  from  chilly  Fenway 
Park. 

The  song  that  keeps  the  Yanks  marching  in 
the  "land  down  under"  was  written  by  Sgt. 
Harry  Greene  of  Maiden.  Greene  composed  the 
lyrics  and  set  them  to  the  tune  of  the  Eagle 
marching  song.  The  air  was  sung  publicly  for 
the  first  time  as  the  Americans  made  their 
initial  marching  appearance  on  Australian  soil. 

Writing  of  the  welcome  afforded  the  Yanks 
in  Australia  the  Maiden  officer  said,  "Never 
shall  I  forget  the  ovation  and  tumult  of  the 
populace  as  they  greeted  the  American  soldiers 
who,  as  they  marched  up  the  main  thorough- 
fare on  that  memorable  Saturday  afternoon 
sang  the  following  verse  to  the  tune  of  the 
Boston  College  gridiron  song: 
"Australia,  Australia,  we've  come  from  o'er 
the  seas, 

To   fight   our   common    enemy   and   to   bring 
him  to  his  knees, 
Together  we  will  fight  with  our  might  and  the 
right 

And  battle  every  Jap  on  the  map  day  and 
night — 
Australia,  Australia,  we  are  here  to  help  you 
fight."

The  following  letter  appearing  in  the  Boston  Globe 
is  printed  here  for  the  benefit  of  his  classmates  and 
friends.  The  letter  was  written  on  a  page  taken  from 
the  notebook  of  a  Japanese  soldier  who  presumably 
fell  during  the  battle  at  Guadalcanal  Island  in  the  Solo- 
mons. Written  to  his  parents,  Lt.  Cuenin  says: 
Dear  Mom   and   Pop: 

"Well,  here's  your  only  son,  a  battle-scarred  vet- 
eran now,  writing  you  from  the  middle  of  the  Pacific. 
You  have  probably  heard  about  us  on  the  radio  be- 
cause we  have  heard  some  of  the  news  broadcasts 
about  our  operations.  To  get  the  suspense  over  with, 
my  company  landed  on  Tulagi,  but  now  we  are  on 
Guadalcanal   and  both  are  really  tropical    islands. 

"Just  to  reassure  you,  I'm  not  wounded  or  hurt 
at  all.  In  fact,  the  whole  thing  wasn't  as  bad  as  we 
all  expected,  but  when  the  going  got  a  little  bit  tough 
these  boys  were  tops.  Not  one  hesitated  to  do  his  job 
and  even  a  little  bit  more.  It  certainly  was  reassuring 
to  see  the  way  these  Marines,  who  were  inexperienced, 
went  after  the  Japs,  who  were  undoubtedly  experienced. 
It  was  just  like  the  saying,  'the  Marines  have  landed  and 
the  situation  is  well  in  hand.'  The  Japs  were  no  match 
for  the  average  Marine.  As  individuals  they  are  very 
poor  shots. 

,"As  for  myself,    I   got  shot  at  by  snipers  a  few  times 


but     we     didn't    worry    about     them     because     they     are 
terrible. 

"We  have  been  able  to  get  to  Mass  twice,  once 
on  August    1  5   and  on  the    1 6th. 

"You  should  have  seen  the  altar,  pieces  of  sheet 
metal  formed  the  back  and  the  sides  and  and  an  old 
altar  table.  The  priests  had  picked  some  beautiful 
tropical  flowers  and  had  them  in  vases  on  each  side  of 
the  altar.

"It  has  been  four  days  since  I  have  taken  off  my 
shoes,  but  this  afternoon  I  am  going  swimming,  so  I 
will    wash    up   then. 

"We  are  living  under  cocoanut  trees  right  now 
and  there  is  more  danger  from  falling  cocoanuts  than 
from  Japs.  I  have  my  own  little  tent  so  I  keep  dry  and 
warm.  You  would  be  surprised  at  the  climate  here,  it 
is  really  very  comfortable. 

"Well,  that  is  enough  about  me  now,  chow  call 
just  blew  and    I   cannot  afford  to  miss  that. 

Your  loving  son, 

Walter. 

"P.  S.  Remember  me  in  your  prayers  and  say 
hello  to  everybody  for  me.  This  paper  is  cut  out  of  a 
Jap  notebook  and  I  am  also  sending  some  Jap  money. 
Save  it  for  me,  please.  Some  is  their  real  money  and 
the   other  their  occupation    money."

'^s<)  The  current  edition  cf  the  Boston  College 
Eagles  might  not  be,  and  according  to  Coach 
Denny  Myers  will  not  be,  the  best  team  ever 
to  represent  University  Heights  on  the  gridiron 
but  there  will  be  more  laughs  and  surprises  this 
fall   than   ever  before. 

What  with  freshmen  candidates  galore  and 
all  of  them  out  to  move  the  first  string  upper- 
classmen  dcwn  to  the  second  team  it  looks  like 
one  of  those  rare  free  for  alls  in  the  making. 
No  expert  can  get  a  good  line  on  what  to  ex- 
pect from  any  football  team  this  fall.  Most  of 
the  colleges  will  be  forced  to  use  inexperienced 
players  as  substitutes  at  least.  Thus  the  whole 
fall  football  picture  is  way  up  in  the  air. 

Here  at  University  Heights  Coach  Denny 
Myers  can  see  no  basis  for  optimism.  He  will 
grant  that  his  first  team  is  typical  of  Eagle 
elevens  in  the  recent  past  but  he  can't  for  the 
wcrld  cf  him  see  what  he's  going  to  use  for 
reserves.  Quite  frankly  your  reporter  is  of  the 
same  mind  as  Denny  but  he  likewise  hopes 
that  all  the  opponents  on  the  Eagles'  schedule 
are  suffering  from  the  same  ailment  that  is  so 
rampant   here   at   University   Heights. 

The  backfield  with  the  graduation  of  Monk 
Maznicki  and  Ted  Williams  lost  well  over  fifty 
percent  of  its  running  power.  Ed  Doherty  will 
be  the  most  important  single  man  on  the  foot- 
ball squad  this  fall.  He  will  control  the  des- 
tinies of  the  Eagles  from  the  quarterback 
position  and  will  be  aided  by  Mickey  Connolly 
at  fullback,  Co-Captain  Mike  Holovak  at  right 
halfback  and  prcbaby  John  Killelea  at  left 
halfback.  The  line  is  really  something  to  see 
provided  that  you  keep  your  eyes  glued  on  the 
first  string  linemen.  Don  Currivan,  the  lad  who 
personally  invited  the  alumni  to  the  Sugar 
Bowl  during  the  Holy  Cross  festivities  two  years 
ago,  and  Charlie  Furbush  are  the  ends;  Giant 
Gil  Bouley,  Boston  College's  All  America 
choice,  and  Angelo  Sisti,  the  N.  E.  3-A.U.  shot 
put  champ,  will  be  the  tackles.  Al  Florentine 
and  Rocco  Canale  are  the  guards.  Co-Captain 
Fred  Naumetz  will  be  the  center.  Fred  is  the 
most  popular  man  on  the  team  and  according 
to  Myers  the  best  center  in  the  country,  and 
as  good  as  the  best  pro  center.  That  gives  you 
a  glimmer  of  what  Denny  thinks  of  his  senior 
center  from   Newburyport. 
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Boston  College  will  undoubtedly  field  one  of 
the  best  first  teams  in  the  country.  But  please 
notice  that  I  said  first  team.  The  reserves  for 
the  most  part  are  greener  than  a  South  Boston 
Irishman  en  St.  Patrick's  Day.  Potentially 
Denny  has  as  good  a  squad  as  any  Boston  Col- 
lege squad  in  the  past  four  years,  but  football 
games  are  not  won  on  a  player's  potentialities. 

The  best  of  the  reserves  seem  to  be  in  the 
line,  at  least  they're  the  most  experienced. 
Patsy  Darcne  and  Joe  Repko  could  easily  be 
first  team  men.  The  guards  and  the  tackles 
are  better  off  on  good  reserve  material  than 
any  other  position.  The  center  of  the  line  is 
tops  as  long  as  Fred  Naumetz  is  in  there  but 
from  there  en  Denny  will  have  to  wave  a 
magic  wand  to  plug  the  gap.  Iron  men  seem 
destined  to  come  back  and  Boston  College  will 
probably  have  plenty  of  them  this  fall. 

Coach  Myers  plans  to  field  a  first  quarter 
team.  One  that  will  score  early  and  often,  the 
oftener  the  better.  In  this  way  he  hopes  to  build 
a  lead  for  the  reserves  to  protect.  That's  just 
about  all  he  expects  from  his  reserve  material. 

Mickey  Connolly  is  tossing  the  ball  around  as 
he  never  has  before  and  he  looks  better  as  a 
fullback  than  he  ever  did  as  a  quarterback  or 
a   halfback. 

The  best  freshman  prospect  among  plenty 
of  promising  ones  seems  to  be  Chet  Lipka,  the 
215  pound,  six  foot  two  and  one-half  inch  end. 
Chet  came  to  B.  C.  via  Lowell  High  School  and 
Setcn  Hall,  and  he  really  looks,  hits  and  runs 
like  an  end.  He's  a  boy  you  will  hear  plenty 
about  this  fall.  Other  promising  frosh  candi- 
dates are  Larry  Bouley,  a  LaSalle  Academy 
graduate  and  Bill  Boyce  of  Watertown.  Larry 
Bouley  is  Gil  Bouley's  younger  brother  and  he 
weighs  in  at  208  pounds. 

With  the  running  power  practically  wiped 
out,  the  Eagles  will  take  to  the  air  waves 
plenty  this  fall.  Team  spirit  will  go  down  on 
the  slate  for  at  least  one  touchdown,  the  one 
according  to  Denny  Myers  that  will  mean 
either  a  win  or  a  loss.  The  laughs  will  come 
from  the  mistakes  of  the  inexperienced  players, 
and  the  surprises  early  in  the  game  as  the 
Eagles  are  set  to  strike  en  all  eight  the  minute 
the  whistle  blows.  Whatever  you  do,  don't  be 
late  for  the  game  this  fall.
